"We have got to 
fight it 


(Communism) with something 
better, not try to conceal the 
thinking of our own people. 
They are part of America, and 
even if they think ideas that

are contrary to 
ours, their 


right to say them, their, right 
to record them, and their right 
to have them in places where 
they are accessible to others is 
unquestioned, or it is not Amer- 
ican." 
Mr. Eisenhower's words have the 


familiar ring of that famous line 
by the lute Senator Jim Reed of 
Missouri: 


"Liberty is, Ihe

wrong."

Harris Seeking 
Aid for Local 
Hospital 


WASHINGTON UP — Hep. Orcn 


Harris ID-Ark.) has introduced an 
amondnu'til to a federal hospital 
proKrnm hill which may cause a 
major shift in Arkansas' hospital 
program. 


Harris' amendment would 
pre- 


vent more than 60 per cent of 
federal funds in excess of one mil- 
lion dollars received by any state 
from being used for hospital con- 
struction in any one service area. 


The bill which Harris' 
would 


amend is designed to extend the 
federal hospital program for two 
years beyond June 39, 1935. 


A bill appropriating 50 million 


dollars for the hospital program 
already has passed the House and 
now is in the Senate. The bill 
shaved 10 millions from the GO mil- 
lion dollars for the hospital pro-

million dollars recommended 
by 


the Eisenhower administration. The 
Truman administration had budg- 
eted 75 million dollars for the hos- 
pital program. 


Arkansas' share of the appro-

ary at Little Rock. 


Arkansas originally had planned 


a $1,050,000 program, 
based on

der the Truman recommendation.

iand a Ft. Smith hospital, $50,000
